The  problem  of  provision  of  employ  se¬ 
cures  enough  of  talk,  but  nothing  comes  of 
it  which  promises  relief  on  the  broad  scale. 
Something  is  said  of  organized  colonizations 
to  Western  lands,  but  at  present  this  could 
only  be  accomplished  by  pretty  large-hand¬ 
ed  benevolence  on  the  part  of  our  people. 

It  would,  however,  seem  to  be  a  wise  econ¬ 
omy,  as  it  would  probably  place  thousands, 
now  claimants  upon  the  public  chiirity,  in 
a  condition  to  provide  for  themselves.  It  is 
true  there  are  multitudes  among  us  who 
would  be  hangers  around  relief  associations, 
place  them  where  you  will,  but  there  are 
other  multitudes  with  strong  as  well  as 
willing  hands,  whose  whole  need  seems  to 
be  such  change  of  condition  as  will  secure 
to  them  an  always  open  field  for  employ¬ 
ment. 

“  Want  of  Consideration.” 

Just  this  is  the  word  for  the  way  in  which 
the  friends  of  temperance  are  using  up 
Francis  Murphy.  His  own  prudence  in  the 
care  of  his  voice  and  general  strength,  is 
not  in  measure  with  his  zeal  to  save  men.

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DR.  H.  A.  KOARDMAX  OX  SAXCTIFI- 
CATIOX. 

What  is  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  in  re¬ 
gard  to  sanctification  ?  ”  is  a  question  that 
comes  up  very  often  for  discussion  among 
ministers  and  intelligent  laymen.  And 
this  is  well.  It  at  least  indicates  the 
presence  of  interest — of  movement  and  life 
in  the  Church.  When  properly  stated  and 
guarded  this  doctrine  is  a  profitable  one  for 
the  pulpit  meditation,  and  is  by  no  means  to 
be  overlooked  in  rightly  dividing  the  Word 
(which  we  take  it  includes  the  wise  and  pro¬ 
portionate  selection  of  topics)  as  well  as 
their  fitting  jiresentation  to  the  flock. 

As  we  refer  to  this  subject  we  have  on  our 
table  the  recently  issued  volume  of  Dr. 
Henry  A.  Boardman,  entitled  “  The  Higher 
Life  Doctrine  of  Sanctification  Tried  by  the 
Word  of  God,”  one  of  the  latest  issues  of 
onr  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication. 

The  work  is  an  analysis  and  a  critical  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  Higher  Life  Theory  in  its 
modern  phase,  as  maintained  in  the  writings 
of  Rev.  William  E.  Boardman  ;  and  also  of 
here  and  there  a  production  in  the  same 
line  by  other  advocates  of  the  theory,  among 
others  those  designated  by  the  initials  R. 
E.  S.  and  H.  W.  S. 

We  take  it  that  it  must  have  been  to  Dr. 
Boardman  a  rather  unwelcome  and  even  em¬ 
barrassing  service  to  place  him.self  in  con¬ 
flict  with  what,  at  short  sight,  seems  to  be 
an  upward  reach  after  divine  attainment, 
and  especially  so  as  it  might  lead  to  un¬ 
generous  reflections  upon  the  spirit  and  ten¬ 
dency  of  his  work.  But  for  twenty  yean 
or  more,  since  the  first  appearance  of  the 
Higher  Life  volume,  the  advocates  of  tliis 
new  theory  of  sanctification  have  met  with 
no  serious  criticism  beyond  that  of  occasional 
newspaper  article.s.  And  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered,  for  it  is  only  too  true,  that  with  a 
somewhat  large  class  of  Christians,  the  well 
studied  Biblical  views  of  religion  are  giving 
place  to  the  sesthetical,  where  the  impres¬ 
sions  of  the  hour  become  for  the  time  the 
basis  of  opinions.  In  this  matter  there  is 
in  our  Christian  churches  one  class  who 
have  built  both  their  views  and  their  hopes 
upon  bringing  their  experiences  to  the  test 
of  the  Divine  Word,  and  that  day  by  day  ; 
and  there  is  another  class  who  say  “  I  A  tioir 
it  because  I  /eel  it.”  It  is  among  these  last 
that  novelties  concerning  superior  boliuess 
find  quick  currency,  and  hence  it  is  only 
what  was  to  have  been  expected  that  an  al¬ 
most  unchallenged  advocacy  of  a  score  of 
years  should  secure  a  considerable  follow¬ 
ing. 

Far  be  it  from  us  to  discourage  aspira¬ 
tions  for  any  degree  of  holiness,  and  Dr.  H. 
A.  Boardman  in  the  hook  before  us  has  done 
nothing  of  the  kind,  but  much  to  the  con¬ 
trary.  Indeed,  the  most  notable  chapters 
are  those  which,  taking  the  Word  and  the 
Testimony  for  guide,  point  out  the  true 
process  of  sanctification,  and  thus  expose 
the  grand  error  of  the  new  Higher  Lite 
theory  which  dissevers  it  from  the  new  birth, 
and  makes  it  an  after  attainment,  perhaps 
with  years  intervening,  and  then  just  as  in¬ 
stantaneous  and  just  as  complete  as  the 
former. 

A  correspondent  a  few  months  since  wit¬ 
nessed  a  scene  which  gives  practical  illus¬ 
tration  just  here.  It  was  iu  one  of  the  “  Ho¬ 
liness  Meetings.”  so  common  now  iu  Sum¬ 
mer.  The  invitation  was  extended  to  “  jus¬ 
tified  persons”  —  the  term  was  di.stiuctly 
and  repeatedly  stated.  “  Justified  per.sons  ” 
were  asked  to  come  forward  as  seekers  of 
“  (he  blessing."  A  few  presented  themselves, 
and  precisely  the  same  scene  occurred  which 
is  often  seen  when  our  Methodist  brethren 
have  their  altar  surrounded  by  “  mourn¬ 
ers”;  the  same  excitement  of  supplication, 
and  the  same  outbreak  of  ecstasy  as  one  af¬ 
ter  another  comes  into  the  light.  In  short, 
the  whole  scene  of  conversion,  as  somewhat 
peculiar  to  them,  was  reproduced  instantane¬ 
ous  and  complete. 

It  would,  however,  be  nnjust  to  the  author 
of  The  Higher  Life,  to  say  that  his  personal

Ttie  interest  was  heiglitenod  in  tliis  instance 
by  the  fact  tliat  tlie  brother  came  to  us  after  a 
considerable  experience  in  the  Methoilist 
Ctiiircli.  Marblehead,  Mass.,  was  Mr.  Bart¬ 
lett’s  last  charge,  and  several  of  his  former 
I  fiock  were  present,  testifying,  in  hearty  terms, 
to  ids  (idelity  as  a  pastor. 

I  The  churcli  was  beautifully  decorated  witli 
(lowers,  and  choice  music  was  well  rendered 
by  the  choir.  Rev.  Eobt.  Court  of  Lowell  was 
moderator.  In  tlio  examination  as  to  liis  mo- 
lives  for  making  this  change  of  denomination, 
Mr.  Bartlett  stated  that  the  presiding  elder¬ 
ship  was  a  feature  in  tlie  Churcli  wliicli  he  was 
about  to  leave  that  was  very  distasteful  to  him 
and  otliers,  and,  furtlicrmorc,  ids  views  liad 
undergone  a  decided  change  in  tilings  theo- 
^  logical.  He  had  been  studying  Paul’s  Epistles 
to  the  Romans  and  Ephesians,  and  preferred 
tlie  Presbyterian  side  of  the  question. 

In  the  examination  whicli  followed,  lie  sliow- 
ed  a  good  acquaintance  with  our  doctrines  in 
Theology,  the  Sacraments  and  Church  Govern¬ 
ment.  On  the  suliject  of  “  holiness,”  as  under¬ 
stood  by  some  of  the  bretliren  in  his  former  con¬ 
nection,  he  said  he  had  seen  all  he  wanted  to 
'  of  tliat  sort  of  thing.  He  was  sound  on  tlie 
'  subject  of  sin.  Altogether  lie  sustained  a  very 
creditable  examination,  and  bids  fair  to  be  a 
strong  accession  to  our  number. 

I  The  prominent  parts  in  the  installation  ser¬ 
vices  were  fulfilled  as  follows:  Rev.  W.  W. 
Nowell,  Jr.,  of  the  First  church,  preached  the 
sermon  from  Luke  v.  10,  the  last  clause,  /row 
henceforth  thou  shall  catch  men.  Rev.  Ran- 
I  dolph  Campbell  charged  the  pastor,  and  Rev. 
Edward  Annand  of  East  Boston  chargi’d  the 
people. 

The  pastor  was  cordially  greeted  by  the 
people,  and  all  felt  that  this  ol<l  church  had 
taken  a  new  lease  of  life. 

NEW  YOKK. 

New  York. — The  University  Place  Church 
(Dr.  Booth’s)  which  was  open  nearly  all  Sum¬ 
mer,  will  be  reopened  next  Sabbath,  Sejil. 
ICth.  Professor  Edward  H.  Grillln  of  Williams 
College,  is  expected  to  preach  at  11  A..  M.  and 
1  P.  M.  During  the  short  interval  that  the 
cliurch  has  been  closetl,  the  chapel,  so  familiar 
to  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  by  reason  of 
!  former  long  use,  has  been  touched  here  and 
there  by  the  hand  of  the  decorator,  and  the 
gas  light  increased  about  the  desk.  • 

The  Central  Presliyterian  chapel  is  now 
open  for  usual  services  at  10  :.'$()  o’clock  and 
in  the  evening,  tlie  pastor,  the  Rev.  James  D. 
Wlisoii,  luiviiig  returned  to  the  city  last  week 
in  excellent  health.  Though  retarded  in  their 
I  expectations  of  being  able  to  finish  and  occu¬ 
py  their  cliurch,  owing  to  the  hard  times,  this 
people  have  been  diligent  and  successful  in 
I  carrying  on  the  proper  work  of  a  church,  and 
the  present  difficulties  once  surmounted,  and 
the  church  finished,  their  future,  with  God’s 
favor,  is  assured.  The  present  site  of  this 
nearly  rebuilt  church  (which  formerly  stood  in 
Fifth  avenue  at  Nineteenth  street)  is  admir¬ 
able.  It  now  fronts  on  Fifty-seventh  street, 
just  far  enough  east  of  Broadway  to  escape 
‘  the  dust  and  noise  6f  that  thoroughfare,  and 


yet  sufficiently  west  from  Fifth  avenue  to 
avoid  any  special  competition  with  our  church¬ 
es  there  and  in  that  vicinity.  Mr.  Wilson  aud 
his  faithful  people  have  been  doing  a  mission 
work  as  well  as  church  work  in  all  that  part 
of  the  city,  and  there  would  be  ample  room 
and  work  for  them  were  their  means  of  ag¬ 
gression  many  times  multiplied.  We  trust 
that  the  Central  brethren  have  returned  to  th* 
city  to  take  up  the  work  anew,  and  that  som* 
who  have  witnessed  and  heard  of  their  sacri¬ 
ficing  devotion  thus  far,  will  extend  a  helping 
hand  now  that  they  are  so  well  forward  with 
their  most  necessary  enterprise. 

Brooklyn. — Our  Brooklyn  pastors  have  all 
returned  to  their  pulpits.  Drs.  Cuyler  and 
Duryea,  in  addition  to  usual  morning  and 
evening  pulpit  labors,  preached  in  the  after¬ 
noon  last  Sabbath — the  former  in  the  Gospel 
Tent,  at  tlie  junction  of  Flatbush  and  Fifth 
avenues,  and  the  latter  at  Leffert’s  Park.  The 
Westminster  church  (corner  of  First  place  and 
Clinton  street),  the  pastor.  Dr.  James  M.  Lud¬ 
low,  preaching,  has  its  services  at  10 :30  A.  M,, 
and  7 :30  P.  M.  The  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  of  the  Second  church  were  so  nearly 
completed,  that  usual  services  were  held  in  it 
last  Sabbath  morning  and  evening.  The  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  xVrthur  <Crosby,  preached.  Drs.  R. 
S.  Storrs,  H.  M.  Scudder,  and  D.  C.  Helmer 
were  in  their  pulpits;  also  tho  Rev.  Hugh 
Smith  Carpenter,  D.D.,  whose  new  charge  is 
tlie  Bedford  cluireh.  Pacific  street,  east  of 
Bedford  avenue. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Brooklyn  was  held  on  Friday  in  the  Ross- 
street  church,  witli  reference  to  the  calling  of 
Rev.  Archibald  McCullagh  of  Philadelphia 
(Germantown  District)  to  the  vacant  pastor¬ 
ate  of  this  cliurch.  By  request  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  tho  Ross-street  church,  Drs.  Van 
Dyke,  Duryea,  and  Rev.  Adam  McClelland 
were  constituted  a  committee  to  proceed  to 
Philadelplila  to  secure  the  consent  of  the 
Presbytery  there  to  tho  transfer  of  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Cullagh  to  Brooklyn.  Tho  Pliiladelphia  Pres¬ 
bytery  met  yesterday. 

Wolcott. — At  tho  last  communion  Rev.  Wil¬ 
liam  L.  Page  received  eight  persons  to  the 
church  on  profession,  nearly  all  of  them  young 
men.  Thus  does  tlie  liiglier  salvation  usually 
follow  a  temperance  reformation. 

Geneva. — X  fine  organ  lias  been  purchased 
for  the  First  church,  which  is  to  be  forwarded 
from  the  factor^'  and  sot  up  as  soon  as  tho  new 
edifice  is  ready  for  use. 

Warsaw. — The  Western  New  Y’orker  of  last 
week  contains  a  sermon  recently  preached  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Josepli  E.  I'lassau  on  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  of  tlie  Body,  which  presents  this  impor¬ 
tant  subject  in  a  clear  and  Scriptural  light. 
x\.s  death  liad  been  unusually  busy  in  that  com¬ 
munity  for  a  short  time  previous  to  its  de¬ 
livery,  it  must  liave  been  heard  with  special 
iiileiest. 

Avon. — Tuesday  of  last  week  was  a  memora¬ 
ble  day  to  this  congregation.  The  corner¬ 
stone  of  tlie  new  church  was  then  laid.  The 
weather  was  deliglitfiil,  and  tho  liearts  of  the 
poojilo  were  stirred  by  tlie  occasion — many  of 
tlieir  iieiglibors  rejoiced  with  them,  and  thus 
a  largo  concourse  was  brought  together  to 
enjoy  llie  aiipropriatc  exereiscs.  Nino  pastors 
of  Presbyleriaii  cluirclies  in  tlie  vicinity  were 
pri'seiii.  Tliieo  brief  addresses  were  deliver¬ 
ed.  Tlie  first  was  by  Dr.  S.  M.  Campbell,  who 
lias  been  a  special  friend  of  the  enterprise 
from  its  origin.  He  gave  them  some  timely 
and  judicious  counsel,  sjiecially  adapted  to 
their  eendiiion.  Rev.  George  Patton  followed 
with  an  excellent  Bible  reading  ou  tho  “cor¬ 
nerstone.”  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Page  spoke  of  the 
demand  for  tlie  new  cliurch  in  tho  place,  the 
catliolic  spirit  of  its  adlierents,  and  the  call 
and  encouragement  to  move  on  with  energy 
and  faith.  After  enumerating  tlie  various  ar¬ 
ticles  deposited  in  tlie  box,  it  was  placed  in 
tlie  cornerstone,  which  was  then  laid  by  Rev. 
H.  P.  V.  Bogue,  who  has  been  at  the  head  of 
tlio  movement  from  tho  beginning,  and  whose 
devotion  and  skill  have  brought  it  safely 
tlirougli  many  perilous  places,  where  less 
nerve  and  wisdom  in  tho  loader  would  have 
lieen  fatal  to  It.  It  Is  universally  conceded 
tliat  comparatively  few  could  have  accom¬ 
plished  tlio  important  work  he  has  here 
wrought;  and  further  that  Mrs.  Bogue  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  equal  credit  for  what  she  has  done 
among  the  women,  who  arc  confessedly  the 
most  reliable  and  efficient  in  efforts  to  main¬ 
tain  and  extend  tho  Gospel. 

Buffalo. — The  first  Sabbath  of  the  month 
Rev.  Charles  Wood  preached  his  fourth  anni¬ 
versary  sernion,  as  pastor  of  the  Central 
church.  Going  from  tho  Seminary  into  a  po¬ 
sition  so  long  and  ably  occupied  by  Dr.  John 
C.  Lord,  ho  was  calli’d  to  bear  no  ordinaiy 
yoke  in  Ids  youth.  But  ho  has  shown  himself 
equal  to  its  demands.  Tho  discourse  did  not 
go  into  ordinary  particulars  of  ministerial  and 
Cliureli  work,  or  deal  in  figures.  It  pleasantly 
touched  upon  some  encouraging  incidents,  and 
pointeil  out  a  few  things  necessary  to  actual¬ 
ize  a  church  of  ideal  excellence.  In  the  open¬ 
ing,  fitting  reference  was  made  to  the  two 
strong  men  wlio  have  been  taken  from  the 
Buffalo  pulpit  during  the  year — Drs.  Lord  and 
Heacock.  The  districting  of  this  city  for 
visiting,  and  the  earnest  prosecution  of  that 
work  was  highly  commended.  “No  work  has 
ever  been  done  in  this  church  which  produced 
sucli  immediate  results.”  Mention  was  made 
of  the  new  plan  for  collecting  benevolent  con¬ 
tributions,  whereby  a  decided  advance  has  been 
made  over  any  former  year.  The  plan  dis¬ 
penses  witli  Sabbath  collections,  two  ladies 
calling  upon  tlie  contributors  once  a  month. 
Alas,  that  tliere  shoukl  have  been  occasion 
for  saying  “Many  have  felt  some  regret  that 
so  large  an  amount  should  be  taken  out  of  the 
revenues  of  tho  Church.”  When  will  all  God's 
people  n’joice  to  witness  increased  conformity 
to  the  spirit  of  Christ,  in  churches  as  In  indi¬ 
viduals,  in  living  not  unto  themselves  but  for 
otliers,  and  cease  to  feel  that  seed  grain  Is 
wasted  !  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  youth¬ 
ful  pastor  of  this  important  church  enters 
upon  his  fiftli  year  with  a  stronger  hold  than 
ever  upon  ills  people  and  the  community  at 
largo. 

Williamstown. — The  Presbyterian  church  of 
this  town,  in  Oswego  county,  has  suffered 
much  for  a  long  time  from  want  of  a  pastor.

Many  a  time  I  have  met  a 
man  who  would  shudder  at  the  idea  of  skei>- 
ticism,  and  yet  would  anxiously  endeavor  to 
intrench  himself  behind  morality  as  an  ex¬ 
cuse,  or  rather  substitute,  for  his  coming  to 
Christ. 

There  are  a  few  examples  of  such  cases 
given  in  the  New  Testament,  and  it  might 
not  be  improper  to  call  the  attention  of  any 
of  our  friends  who  are  thus  deceiving 
themselves,  to  them.  In  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  Luke’s  Go.spel  is  the  well  known 
parable  of  the  Pharisee  and  the  Publican. 
We  are  told  in  the  eleventh  verse  that  the 
Pharisee,  on  going  into  the  temple,  “  pray¬ 
ed  thus  with  himself :  God,  I  thank  thee 
that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are — extortion¬ 
ers,  unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  pub¬ 
lican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week.  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.”

They  are  both 
of  them  such  instances  as  occur  daily  around 
us  in  life.  Chri-st,  in  passing  judgment  on 
this  case,  declared  that  the  publican  went 
down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the 
other.  Christ  did  not  say  this  because  he 
condemned  the  virtues  of  the  Pharisee  or 
upheld  the  evil  ways  of  the  iiublicau.  But 
the  latter,  convinced  of  his  own  sinfulness 
and  inability  to  save  himself,  had  given  up 
the  vaiu  battle  and  had  come  to  the  only 
source  of  mercy  and  iieace.  It  is  tme  he 
was  a  sinner,  but  he  was  a  repentant  one, 
and  so  he  was  accepted  and  justified  while 
the  Pharisee  stood  mumbling  “  with  him¬ 
self  ”  that  he  thanked  God  that  he  was  not 
as  other  men  are. 

For  another  illustration  of  this  .same  truth 
we  need  not  go  further  than  the  eighteenth 
verse  of  the  same  chapter.  Road  to  the 
twenty-third  verse  inclusive.  Here  a  young 
man  comes  to  Christ  asking  what  he  shall 
do  to  inherit  eternal  life.  Christ  tells  him 
at  first  that  he  must  keep  the  Command¬ 
ments.  In  reply  the  ruler  s  lys  he  has  kept 
them  all  from  his  youth,  and  still  feeling  his 
need,  a.sks  that  pertinent  cpiestion,  as  found  '  p* 
in  Matt.  xix.  20,  “  Wliat  lack  I  yet  V  ”  The  |  ^ 

reply  is  short,  undisguised  in  its  meaning  :  ‘ 

“  Go  and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  trea.sure  in  heav¬ 
en  ;  and  come  and  follow  me.” 

It  was  the  last  clause  of  the  sentence  that 
decided  the  young  man’s  fate.  Had  he  been 
eager  after  Christ,  he  would  have  felt  honor¬ 
ed  in  being  bidden  to  follow  Him  ;  he  would 
gladly  have  complied  with  the  first  com¬ 
mand  and  sold  his  possessions.  But  he  was 
not  eager  after  the  Master.  He  desired,  as 
moral  but  unchristian  men  always  desire,  to 
cling  to  his  wealth  and  to  his  own  inclina¬ 
tions.  He  would  very  much  have  liked  to 
be  sure  of  eternal  life,  but  when  the  ques¬ 
tion  came  to  issue  “  he  went  away  sorrow¬ 
ful,”  regretting  that  he  could  not  serve  two 
masters,  but  refusing  to  follow  Christ.  This 
young  ruler  was  surely  not  a  bad  man  in 
the  common  use  of  the  word.  He  kept  the 
Commandments,  he  desired  to  be  saved,  but 
he  refused  the  only  way  of  siilvation.  We 
never  hear  anything  more  of  this  young 
ruler.  He  never  asked  Christ  that  question 
again. 

Friendly  reader,  ask  yourself  “  Of  what 
necessity  was  the  death  of  Christ  if  my 
morality  is  its  equivalent  ?  ”  Remember  too 
that  Goil’s  Word  contains  no  superfluities, 
and  in  the  economy  of  his  spiritual  universe.

ing  jilaiii,  some  thirty  miles,  to  the  town  of 
Karabniiar,  where  they  liojied  to  find  a  ref¬ 
uge.  The  scene  upon  the  road  and  fields 
defies  descriiilioii.  M’omeu,  many  of  them 
wounded,  dishonored,  aud  maddened — chil¬ 
dren  starving  and  wounded,  also — all  con- 
siinii  d  by  avvlul  thirst,  and  smitten  by  ter¬ 
ror  and  anguish,  toiled  on,  faint,  parched, 
and  bleeding,  or  dropped  by  the  waysido 
and  died.  Some  8,000  or  so  reached  their 
destination,  and  there  they  stood  at  length, 
homeles.s,  orphans,  widows,  and  possessing 
“  nothing  iu  this  wide  world  but  the  dusty, 
blood-stained  rags  ”  in  which  they  stood. 
This  is  war — war,  at  least,  as  we  have  it  in 
E  isteru  Europe,  where  the  Turk  has  held 
sway  .so  long.  M’e  are  sick  to  death  of 
those  w’ho  will  pick  and  choose  out  of  these 
horrors  merely  to  use  them  for  party  pur¬ 
poses.  The  facts  will  in  the  long  run  tell 
their  own  story  aud  read  their  own  lesson. 

There  is  some  comfort  in  seeing  that  cor¬ 
respondents  from  the  field  very  largely  ac¬ 
quit  the  regulars  of  each  army,  Russian  and 
Turkish,  of  directly  sharing  in  these  hor¬ 
rors.  The  Biilgaiiaus  Lave  been  guilty  of 
massacres  and  outrage.  We  do  not  defend 
tbem,  but  at  least  we  cannot  forget  that 
this  mad  outburst  is  against  mcmliers  of  a 
race  aud  a  creed  who  have  crushed  them  for 
generations,  aud  that  those  who  have  taken 
jiart  iu  it  cannot  yet  have  dismissed  from 
their  rtcollection  the  infernal  outrages  of 
last  year.

I  had  it  in  mind  to  write  something  of  this 
place  when  here  at  the  Assembly  in  May.  But 
the  truth  i^i,  Chicago  is  too  large  a  subject  to 
write  about,  as  a  whole ;  and  the  particular 
feature  to  seize  on  for  comment,  is  the  ques¬ 
tion  which  one  cannot  always  decide,  till  too 
late.  But  I  have  been  spending  tome  ten  days 
here,  and  looking  about,  and  a  few  things  oc¬ 
cur  to  me. 

And  the  first  is,  the  immense  spread  of  the 
city.  When  in  1852  I  moved  out  to  Twelfth 
street,  it  was  from  a  fourth  to  half  a  mile  be¬ 
yond  the  city.  Wabash  avenue  was  not  graded 
beyond  Twelfth  street.  In  1865,  on  leaving  the 
city,  it  had  got  southward  to  Twenty-second 
street.  Calvary  church  being  our  suburban 
congregation,  in  that  direction.  Now  the  city 
is  out  at  Fifty-first  street.  This  is  in  the 
South  division.  But  all  about,  westward  and 
northward,  a  like  extension  is  obseiwable.  In 
truth,  Chicago,  like  Boston,  has  but  a  part  of 
it  in  Chicago  at  all.  From  Hyde  Park,  seven 
miles  south  of  the  Court  House,  the  city  reach¬ 
es  Waukegan,  forty  miles  north ;  all  the  Lake 
Shore  being  but  parts  of  it.  And  then  west¬ 
ward  over  that  flat  damp  prairie  for  fifteen 
miles,  it  is  still  Chicago;  the  different  clustei’s 
being  with  names  numberless. 

As  the  consequence,  the  churches  have  all 
moved  out  of  the  old  city  of  my  former  resi¬ 
dence.  On  Wabash  avenue.  South  side,  where 
in  1863  were  fourteen  churches  within  a  mile 
and  si  half,  there  are  now  but  two,  so  far  as  I 
know,  viz :  Oi-ace  (Episcopal),  and  tlie  new 
Olivet,  now  Methodist.  The  original  Christ 
church  is  now  a  mart  of  mammon  and  sus¬ 
tenance,  being  used  as  a  green -grocer’s  mar¬ 
ket,  standing  at  the  corner  of  Wabash  and 
Sixteenth  street.  The  same  use  is  made  of 
the  Wabash-avenuo  Baptist,  at  tiie  corner  of 
Eighteenth  street,  where  good  Brother  Boyd, 
lame  in  foot  and  limb,  presided,  and  where  I 
once  preached  a  communion  sermon  for  him. 
Nor  did  I  carry  away  any  feeling  of  sourness, 
because  not  invited  to  stay  at  the  Table.  I 
knew  Baptist  ways  beforehand.  I  stepped 
into  the  Olivet  the  other  day,  and  in  thought 
called  up  the  old  congregation  before  me  once 
more,  and  spoke  again  a  word  of  life  to  them. 
But  customers  calling  for  cabbages  broke  the 
spell,  and  I  fear  none  of  tlieui  heard  the  ser¬ 
mon. 

Speaking  of  old  churches,  here  is  the  old 
original  Second,  right  opposite  whore  I  am 
lodging,  at  the  head  of  Prairie  avenue — an 
avenue  not  invented  when  I  left  the  city.  The 
old  building,  of  wood,  40x60,  with  story  of  14 
feet,  in  which  Dr.  R.  W.  Patteroon  began  his 
pastorate,  looks  as  natural  as  a  twenty-year- 
old  nag.  Ah,  good  days  were  spent  there. 
Since  its  disuse  by  the  Second  church  in  1851, 
it  has  served  a  campaign  for  an  inchoate 
Methodist  church,  then  doing  duty  as  a  Swe- 
doiiborgian  Temple,  and  now  sheltering  sun¬ 
dry  households  in  a  sort  of  tenement  fashion. 

But  the  Second  and  the  Olivet  churches  are 
now  one,  the  mother  giving  the  name ;  though 
at  the  union,  just  before  the  fire,  the  daughter 
was  the  equal  in  size,  or  perhaps  a  little  the 
larger,  the  old  church  losing  a  good  part  of 
its  congregation  by  moving  southward  some 
twenty  streets.  The  church  now  is  one  of  tlie 
most  flourishing  in  the  city,  having  done,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  McCosh,  the  right  thing  in  im¬ 
porting,  or  getting  an  imported  minister,  Dr. 
Qibson.  His  work  shows  excellently  well, 
and  the  church  holds  him  in  high  esteem. 
The  edifice  is  a  very  line  one,  superior  to  the 
old  (which  went  down  in  the  lire),  in  airiness, 
lightness,  and  convenience,  as  also  in  acoustic 
properties.  Dr.  Gibson  is  vacationing  over  in 
Iowa,  and  his  |)lace  last  Sabbath  was  taken  l)y 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Parker  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  who 
preached  with  much  acceptance,  though  no- 
tliiiig  but  a  Yankee.  In  fact,  but  for  the  name 
of  it,  I  would  as  soon  take  him  as  a  Scotch¬ 
man  or  an  Ltlstermau.  Perhaps,  though,  he 
is  one  concealed. 

Only  two  6<iuares  away  is  the  old  neighbor, 
the  First  church,  mother  of  all  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  and  two  of  the  Congregational  churches 
hi  the  city,  and  grandmother  and  aunt  to  sev¬ 
eral  more.  Those  two  churches  were  of  old 
neighbors,  and  in  the  old  abolition  days  a 
little  gravel  would  get  into  their  mutual  cog- 
work;  but  such  times  are  long  ego  forgotten, 
and  the  two  congregations  find  their  separate  j 
houses  as  two  .swarms  of  bees  their  hives,  and  :

But  the  people  of  these  two  old  churches —  j 
where  are  they  ?  A  good  many  are  in  heaven, 
and  others  are  at  the  thrcsliold.  Yet  I  find  | 
familiar  faces,  and  others  whom  I  recognize  j 
by  family  resemblance.  Yet,  after  all,  the  ^ 
majority  of  those  of  olden  time  are  scattered. 
You  will  find  them  at  Hyde  Park,  Oak  Ridge, 
Lake  Forest,  Evanston,  and  in  all  the  scatter- 
ments  of  this  scattered  city. 

I  spent  a  Sabbath  with  Brother  Noyes  at 
Evanston.  His  old  church  went  up  in  smoke ; 
and  he  has  a  new  one,  and  a  very  fine  one, 
with  all  the  modern  appointments,  and  what 
is  better,  with  a  bright,  active  church  mem- 
beiship,  a  fine  Sabbath-school  and  living  pray¬ 
er-meetings.  His  audience-room  is  not  large, 
bolding  about  550,  but  in  excellent  taste — the 
aisles  raying  out  like  the  spokes  of  a  wheel. 
The  pulpit,  too,  is  a  desk,  of  size  sufficient 
lor  the  minister  to  stand  behind  it  if  be  wish¬ 
es,  and  is  Hanked  by  a  low  wall  on  each  side. 

I  do  abominate  the  toadslools  in  place  of  a 
pulpit.  Maledictions  on  their  inventor ! 

This  spreading  of  the  city  has  the  effect 
of  spreading  the  churches,  of  increasing  their 
number,  and  especially  of  weak  ones.  A  good 
many  unions  have  been  effected  —  the  First 
with  Calvary,  the  Second  and  Olivet,  and  a 
number  more.  But  new  villages  involve 
new  churches,  and  always  to  be  for  a  time 
weak.  Hence  the  amount  of  mission  work 
ja  and  about  this  city  is  very  large.  The 
three  really  strong  churches  are  the  First, 
Second,  and  Third.  Besides  these  a  number 
sustain  themselves  in  and  about  the  city,  and 
several  of  them  are  growing,  active,  and  giving 
churches.  Our  Presbyterian  cause  had  become 
somewhat  weak,  as  compared  with  the  increase 
of  the  city  previously  to  the  ye.ar  1876.  To  this 
had  tended  the  awful  fire,  the  necessary  break¬ 
ings  up  and  removals  by  growth  and  disaster, 
the  panic  included,  and  the  general  spiritual 
tone  had  accordingly  suffered.  But  the  Moody 
movement  of  last  year  inured  immensely  to 
our  benefit,  more  ‘  ’ 


judge,  than  to  any  other,  though  the  Congre- 
gationalists  and  the  Methodists  did  well  by 
it,  as  also  the  Reformed  Episcopalians.  The 
Baptists,  I  fear,  did  not  profit  quite  so  mud), 
and  are  in  places  a  little  sour  about  it.  Nev¬ 
er  mind,  brothers,  your  turn  will  come.  To 
sum  up,  then,  there  are  in  the  old  Chicago  in 
which  I  lived  no  churches,  or  next  to  none..  In 
all  that  area  from  the  river  south  to  Twelfth 
street,  and  for  a  correspondipg  space  on  the 
north  and  westsides,!  know  of  onlj'  the  Clark- 
street  Methodist  and  Swing’s  Independent  at 
McVicker’s  Theatre.  There  may  be  others 
unknown  to  me.  But  the  old  churches  have 
moved  away.  As  a  sort  of  compensation  there 
are  Moody’s  'Tabernacle  for  special  and  great 
occasions,  and  Farwell  Hail,  with  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  for  all  manner  of 
union  and  mixed  work  of  every  sort.  Farwell 
Hall  stands  in  place  of  a  dozen  churches. 

Where  are  the  old  ministeis  ?  One,  Dr.  Pat¬ 
terson,  is  President  of  Lake  Forest  University 
and  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary ; 
and  the  other  is  in  California ;  Mr.  Trowbridge 
is  in  the  suburb  of  “  Riverside,”  acting  as  pas¬ 
tor ;  Kittredge’s  whereabouts  are  known  ;  Swa- 
'my,  a  prince  of  preachers  twelve  years  ago, 
and  who,  I  believe,  can  preach  yet,  lives  in 
town  and  fills  gaps  as  occasion  demands ;  Al¬ 
fred  Eddy,  successor  in  Olivet,  is  bishop  at 
Niles,  Mich. ;  Walker,  at  first  a  United  Pres¬ 
byterian  minister,  is  doing  duty  in  a  suburb 
with  us ;  Barrett  is  in  like  estate ;  Halsey  is 
still  In  the  Seminary,  and  conttols  the  Inte¬ 
rior,  or  is  supposed  to  control  it,  at  least  in 
part;  my  neighbor  Humphrey  is  making  min¬ 
isters  at  Lane.  Of  the  Congregationalists,  Pat¬ 
ton  and  Bai'tleU  have  gone  to  be  Presidents ; 
Fisk  works  on ;  others  elsewhere,  for  I  cannot 
think  of  all. 

Some  of  these  Chicago  people  complain 
louder  of  the  “hard  times,”  than  any  I  liave 
seen.  It  is  said  that  about  a  fourth  of  the 
real  estate  will  change  hands  by  foreclosure 
and  bankruptcy.  This  refers  more  e.specially 
to  speculations  in  outside  property,  where 
those  magniliccnt  viilas  are  built,  some  of 
which  are  large  enough  for  colleges  or  ho¬ 
tels.  One  such  up  here  on  this  magnificent 
avenue  has  been  deserted  within  a  few  days,  the 
owner  having  stolen  a  bank  and  run  away 
with  it.  With  others,  Isusjiect,  their  eyes  are 
too  large  for  the  gustatory  capacity. 

But  an  enormous  business  is  doing  in  nor¬ 
mal  trade— grain,  cattle,  swine,  and  lumber. 
By  all  accounts  the  steady-going  trade  is  bet¬ 
ter  than  for  two  or  three  years.  But  real  es¬ 
tate  must  wait.  Yet  I  see  a  great  many  build¬ 
ings  in  progress  on  these  desolated  lots  in  the 
center.  But  Chicago  is  too  large.  It  ought 
to  have  twenly  names  instead  of  one. 

On  my  arrival  liere  eveiy'body  was  feverish 
about  the  late  riots.  And  yet  to  ninety-nine 
of  a  hundred  people  it  was  as  if  the  riots  had 
been  in  Iowa.  They  were  confined  to  a  school 
district,  and  all  that  the  people  know  of  them 
they  got  from  the  papers.  But  Chicago  has  a 
great  deal  of  human  powder  scattered  about 
in  i(,  and  nobody  knows  where  it  may  catch 
lire.  The  hoodlums  of  Europe  are  here.

Dear  Evanyeliai :  Will  you  permit  an  old 
reader  to  protest  mildly  against  some  of  the 
liberties  which  you  r  valuable  corresiiondeut, 
Dr.  Cuyler,  sometimes  takes.  He  writes  so 
much,  and  so  much  that  is  yood,  that  we  can 
be  very  lenient  with  him.  But  should  he 
have  allowed  himself  to  say  in  his  letter 
week  before  last  “  Very  seldom  do  I  read  a 
work  of  fiction  since  Dickens  dropped  his 
pen  into  the  tomb.” 

I  am  ready  to  assert  under  oath  that  Dick¬ 
ens  never  “  dropped  his  pen  into  the  tomb.” 
But  it  is  far  worse  for  Dr.  Cuyler  to  say  as 
he  does  in  the  same  letter,  “I  could  pack 
into  a  bushel  basket  about  all  the  romances 
yet  written  which  are  likely  to  be  read  by 
the  discriminating  classes  in  the  twentieth 
century.  To  that  basket  of  perennial  pro¬

— have  made  about  the  only  American  con¬ 
tributions.”  I  raise  no  question  about  the 
grammar  of  the  lust  sentence,  but  I  should 
like  to  know  whether  Dr.  Cuyler  never  read 
Hawthorne,  or  whether  he  simply  forgot 
that  such  a  man  once  lived  ?  Again,  how 
does  Dr.  Cuyler  know  that  “A  more  power¬ 
ful  work  than  this ‘Lass  o’  Lowrie’s,’ has 
not  appeared  from  any  writer  of  romance  in 
many  a  day,”  if  he  is  “  the  man  who  has 
not  read  Daniel  Deroudu,”  ;ind  “  very  sel¬ 
dom  reads  a  work  of  fiction  since  Dickens 
was  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose  his  pen  in  the 
tomb  ”  ■?

The  eastern  Turkish  army  has  advanced 
from  Rasgrad,  the  Russians,  after  giving  it  a 
sharp  check  at  Ablava,  withdrawing  to  the 
Jantra  and  the  Danube.  Simultaneously  with 
these  movements  on  their  left,  the  Russians 
gained  more  than  compeiisating  advantages 
on  their  right  flank.  By  the  brilliant  attack 
and  capture  of  the  Turkish  entrenched  posi¬ 
tion  at  Lovatz,  they  broke  the  line  of  Osman 
Pasha,  doubling  up  his  army  on  Plevna,  where 
it  is  confronted  by  the  main  Russian  array,  as 
already  stated.

princii>le  througiiout  the  world.”  He  received 
the  freedom  of  Inverness  on  Saturday. 

A  convention  of  colored  jieople  to  con¬ 
sider  the  project  of  emigrating  from  the 
South,  at  Corinth,  Miss.,  last  week,  was  at¬ 
tended  by  some  four  thousand  iiersons,  in¬ 
cluding  three  hundred  delegates  from  other 
States  than  Mississippi.  The  proposition  to 
emigrate  to  Africa  was  not  looked  upon  with 
favor,  but  the  proposition  to  emigrate  to  -Ari¬ 
zona,  New  Mexico  or  Texas,  was  approved. 

'Tlie  Rev.  John  Raines,  a  well  kno'wn  clergy¬ 
man  of  the  Methodist  Church,  died  at  Canan¬ 
daigua  on  Tuesda}'  of  last  week.  Since  1841 
he  has  labored  in  the  Methodist  ministry  of 
Western  New  York.

-A  Waterbary  (Ct.)  paper  says :  One  of  Nau¬ 
gatuck’s  oldest  and  most  respected  citizens, 
Lyman  Bradley,  is  dead.  He  was  the  ostensi¬ 
ble  founder  of  a  now  extensive  branch  of 
.American  industry,  having  made  the  first 
pocket  cutlery  manufactured  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic.  This  is  a  positive  fact,  and  the 
building,  or  rather  shed,  under  whose  roof  the 
first  pocket  knife  made  in  the  United  Stales 
was  hammered  out  still  stands.  Lyman  Brad¬ 
ley  was  born  May  25,  1798,  and  was  conse¬ 
quently  nearly  eighty  years  old  at  the  time  of 
his  (feath.  He  paid  the  expenses  of  several 
Sheffield  men  to  tliis  country. 

Jacksonville  (Fla.)  dispatches  say  there  have 
been  seven  deaths  from  yellow  fever  at  Fer- 
nandina,  and  large  numbers  of  people  are 
leaving  the  town. 

The  Religious  Herald  of  Hartford,  Ct.,  pub¬ 
lishes  an  obituary  of  Mrs.  M.  M.  Swift,  who 
died  in  Norwalk,  Aug.  22d,  aged  ninety-one 
years.  For  nearly  three-fourths  of  a  century 
Mrs.  Swift  has  been  a  memberof  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  church  in  Connecticut.  She  was  a  ma¬ 
ture  Christian  when  the  American  Board  was 
formed,  and  most  deeply  interested  then,  and 
always  in  its  history  and  progress.  Fortj'- 
three  years  ago,  her  husband,  a  beloved  phy¬ 
sician,  in  the  prime  of  his  life,  was  killed  by 
being  thrown  from  his  carriage ;  and  she  has 
ever  remained  a  widow. 

The  Diaz  Government  is  sending  1500  sol¬ 
diers  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rio 
Grande.  Should  they  suppress  thu  marauders, 
our  Government  will  recognize  Diaz. 

Advices  from  Abroad. 

Two  young  girls,  in  a  fit  of  religious  enthu¬ 
siasm,  have  drowned  themselves  in  the  mirac¬ 
ulous  well  at  Marpingen,  in  Rhenish  Prussia. 
The  miraculous  power  of  the  well — a  recent 
Ultramontane  discovery — gave  rise  a  short 
time  ago  to  painful  di.sclo8ures,  which  neces¬ 
sitated  the  interference  of  the  police. 

The  miracles  at  Lourdes,  according  to  the 
Univers,  now  amount  to  ten.  The  six  persons 
whose  names  are  given  are  all  women,  three 
ot  them  being  nuns.  One  of  the  latter,  who 
was  given  up  by  the  doctors  as  in  the  last 
stage  ot  consumption,  has  twice  chanted  the 
“Magnificat”  before  the  crowd ;  but  it  is  not 
stated  whether  her  lungs  have  been  sounded. 


The  telegram  says :  “  Indeseribal)le  joy ;  pray¬ 
ers  are  being  redoubled ;  our  200  patients  are 
all  hopeful.” 

The  Times  correspondent  at  Romo  states 
thst  the  Pope,  upon  being  informed  that  the 
depositions  taken  pro  tuturu  memorid  in  the 
Lambertini-Antonelli  suit  were  of  such  a  na¬ 
ture  as  to  tell  greatly  against  the  ease  for  the 
defendants,  is  said  to  have  replied  :  “  So  much 
the  better;  those  rtrar;  will  have  to  disburse 
a  little  of  the  money  they  have  taken  loo 
much  pains  to  obtain.”  It  is  believed  at  the 
Vatican  that  the  lino  the  defendants  have 
adopted  was  taken  up  in  the  expectation  that 
the  Pope  would  find  the  money  to  satisfy  the 
Lambertini  claims  rather  than  that  the  scan¬ 
dal  should  become  public. 

City  and  A'iclnlty. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Colcord’s  Chiekering  Hall 
preaching  services  are  to  be  resumed  Sept.  16. 

The  New  York  Association  for  improving 
the  comlition  of  the  poor,  since  its  organiza¬ 
tion  in  1844,  has  disbursed  nearly  $2,000,000, 
giving  relief  to  over  1,400,000  persons. 

'The  Apprentices’  Library  was  reopened  on 
Monday  in  the  old  building,  472  Broadway, 
work  on  the  new  building  not  having  been 
completed.  The  library  now  contains  over 
00,000  volumes,  the  use  of  which  is  free  to  all 
working  girls  and  boys. 

The  American  Librarians’  Convention  held 
its  last  session  on  Thursday  of  last  week  in 
Association  Hall,  and  then  adjourned  without 
fixing  a  day  tor  the  next  meeting.  Prof. 
Mathew'S  of  Chicago,  read  a  paper  comparing 
European  and  American  libraries,  and  discus¬ 
sions  were  held  as  to  the  proper  sizes  for 
books,  plans  for  uniform  statistics  of  libraries, 
a  plan  for  increasing  the  utility  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation,  and  concerning  abbreviations  in  cata¬ 
logues.  'The  next  convention  will  probably 
be  held  in  Boston.  The  Executive  Committee 
will  decide  upon  that  point,  and  will  also  elect 
officers.  The  librarians  visited  the  Melropoli-  ^ 
tan  Museum  ot  Art,  by  invitation  of  the  direct¬ 
ors,  on  Thursday  afternoon.  j 

A  curioas  experiment  was  made  with  the 
telephone  in  New  York  on  Saturday,  by  which,  ^ 
first  one  man,  and  subsequently  five,  became  j 
electrical  conductors  for  the  verbal  mes.sages 
that  were  sent  from  the  Tribune  building  to] 
Broadway  and  Thirteenth  street.  These  men  ! 
simply  joined  hands,  numbers  oneand  five  hold-  ] 
ing  the  terminating  wires  from  the  two  instru- 1 
ments.  'They  experienced  no  sensation  what- ; 
ever,  and  the  messages  wci'e  transferred  with  ^ 
the  usual  distinctness.  j 

'The  not  very  common  Jewish  ceremonj’ of  j 
opening  and  setting  ajtart  new  buildings  tor  ] 
the  convenience  of  those  who  bury  their  dead, 
took  place  very  recently.  The  buildings  are  | 
at  the  entrance  of  tlie  i>lot  of  forty-five  acres  | 
which  constitutes  the  Temple  Emmanuel  Ceme¬ 
tery,  and  were  erected  by  Architect  Henry  I 
Fernbach.  'Th(>y  consist  of  a  house  for  the ' 
reception  of  the  dead  awaiting  interment,  a| 
parlor  for  the  reception  of  mourners,  a  hand¬ 
some  hall  in  which  the  funeral  services  can  be 
held  in  bad  weather,  a  suite  of  apartments  for 
the  superintendent,  and  retiring  rooms  for  the 
miiiistei's.  'These  are  all  of  simple  but  elegant 
design,  and  executed  in  dull  colors,  in  keeping 
vvitli  the  surroundings.  'They  are  ju.st  inside 
the  massive  iron  gateway,  newly  constructed 
at  the  new  entrance  to  the  grounds  on  the 
main  road.  'The  cost  of  giounds  and  build¬ 
ings  thus  far  has  been  $17,000,  and  the  total 
numlier  of  burials,  7,141.  Lewis  May,  the 
presiileiit,  said  in  the  course  of  his  remarks: 
“To  the  Emmanuel  congregation  belong  the 
credit  and  the  honor  of  having  provided,  with 
unstinted  liberality,  a  Jewish  Cemetery  second 
to  none  in  the  world.”  He  closed  by  (jiioling 
from  Bryant’s  'Thanatoi»si3.  In  concluding,  Dr. 
Gottlieb  dedicated  the  new  buildings  “to  our 
loved  ones  lost,  to  our  hopes  of  immortal  life, 
to  the  God  of  Isr.acl.” 


The  Dky  Goods  Market.— Business  kept 
increasing  in  volume  throughout  last  week. 
The  metropolis  is  full  of  buyers,  with  new 
arrivals  continually  reported,  representing 
every  section,  including  remote  territories. 
The  dally  selections  of  merchandise  amount 
to  a  very  large  toUil.  .And  the  movement  re¬ 
ferred  to  is  not  confined  to  the  dry  goods 
jobbing  trade  only,  but  extends  to  the  dress 
goods  and  silk  houses,  cloth  houses,  clothing 
houses,  and  in  fact  all  distributors  of  textile 
falirics  of  every  description.  In  dress  goods, 
numerous  wool,  worsted  and  cotton  effects  are 
on  the  market  this  season,  and  the  opportunity 
for  jobbers  to  make  up  handsome  slocks  of  all 
qu*  lilies  and  costs  was  never  greater,  and  In 
all  styles  there  is  a  very  good  business  to  bo 
remaiked.  Prices  of  shawls  are  low,  and  this 
fact  may  impress  dealers  and  consumers  of 
the  desirability  of  shawls ;  but  from  whatever 
cause,  the  business  has  been  of  vei'y  satisfac¬ 
tory  proportions.  Through  the  auction  rooms 
the  offerings  of  foreign  dress  goods  have  been 
very  free,  and  desirable  goods  while  realizing 
very  closely  to  private  terms,  in  some  instances 
exceed  them. 

Messrs.  John  Wanamaker  &  Co.,  Phlla- 
delphin,  having  perfected  an  examination  of 
their  several  stocks  of  merchandise,  and 
repriced  the  same  in  order  to  dispose  of  it 
quicklj’  for  cash,  had  an  opening  of  their  dry 
goods  stock  on  Monday  week,  and  made  very 
large  sales  C.O.D.  Their  clothing  stocks  were 
opened  at  greatly  reduced  prices  on  Wednesday 
last,  and  the  same  will  be  realized  on  as  fast 
as  possible.  Converting  their  assets  into 
money  Is  the  best  and  onlj'  thing  to  bo  done, 
but  it  requires  some  time  and  attention  to  get 
at  a  proper  valuation  that  would  make  it 
cheap  to  purchasers  buying  in  advance  of 
wants;  and  having  begun  the  sacrifice,  they 
will  continue  their  labors  until  enough  has 
been  I'ealized  to  liquidate  their  indebtedness 
and  relieve  them  of  their  embarrassments. 

Business  on  the  Canals. — 'The  receipts  of 
the  New  Y'ork  canals  for  August  were  $38,- 
959.76  less  than  those  of  August  1876,  making 
the  decline  thus  far  in  the  year  $295,780.24. 
Per  contra.  Auditor  Schuyler,  who  has  never 
taken  a  very  hopeful  view  of  the  canal  ques¬ 
tion,  sees  a  good  business  season  just  ahead 
in  the  rise  of  jiroduce  and  provisions  and  the 
great  demand  for  canal  boats. 

'The  Fishery  Commission  have  decided 
against  the  Canadian  Claim.  'This  was  for  $12,- 
280,000  for  the  right  to  fish  for  twelve  years 
within  the  bays  and  three  miles  of  the  shore, 
the  use  of  the  coast  for  drying  fish,  and  the 
privilege  of  ttuylng  bait,  provisions,  and  sup¬ 
plies  in  the  Dominion.  'The  decision  of  the 
Commission  virtually  is  that  Canada  shall  re¬ 
ceive  no  such  money  for  the  privilege  of  fur¬ 
nishing  the  onoiinous  American  fishing  fleet 
with  supi)lies  at  such  prices  as  they  may  see 
fit  to  charge. 


Monday,  Sept.  10,  1877. 

The  statement  of  the  associated  banks  for 
last  week  shows  a  gain  of  $823,950  in  surjilus 
reserve,  which  is  duo  to  the  Increase  of  $3,931,- 
500  in  specie.  The  decrease  of  $2,826,700  legal 
tenders  shows  that  the  diain  ot  currency  for 
crop  i)urposes  is  largo  and  will  very  soon  influ¬ 
ence  the  rates  for  money  in  the  market.  'The 
banks  now  have  a  surplus  reserve  of  $12,621,- 
975,  against  $22,540,025  at  this  time  last  year. 
'The  changes  in  the  items  this  week  arc  an  in¬ 
crease  ot  $142,100  in  loans,  of  $1,123,400  in 
deposits,  and  $185,100  in  circulation.  The 
other  changes  ai'c  riobul  above. 

Demand  loans  on  stock  collateial  have 
ranged  from  3  to  5  per  cent.,  with  business  at 

6  per  cent,  early  on  Wednesday.  On  Govern¬ 
ment  bonds  borrowers  have  had  to  jiay  nearly 
these  rates,  but  the  great  dealers  continue  to 
have  lound  sums  left  with  them  at  2Ja3  per 
cent.  Discounts  were  pretty  generally  up  to 
the  legal  rate,  but  jirime  paper  ranged  from 

7  down  to  5^  per  cent. 

Gold  fell  during  the  week  from  103|  bid,  to 
103J  ;  rallied  to  103g  bid,  and  closed  selling  at 
103g.  There  was  an  outflow  from  the  Treasury 
for  interest,  and  considerable  receipts  from 
abroad. 

Government  bonds  declined  Jal  per  cent., 
and  subsequently  improved  a  little,  in  sympa¬ 
thy  with  gold.  Railroad  bonds  are  firm  and 
State  steady. 

The  stock  market  was  marked  by  a  firm 
tone.  Prices  reacted  under  .sales  to  secure 
advances,  but  only  temporarily.  Western 
Union  closed  near  the  best  of  the  week,  and 
Illinois  Central  and  the  express  and  coal 
stocks  are  conspicuous  for  the  greatest  ad¬ 
vance.  The  August  earnings  of  the  Western 
railroads  in  many  cases  show  the  increase  that 
was  expected.
